, The Auditors have examined the Town Accounts from Febru- 
ary 20, 1854, to February 20, 1855, and find the same correctly 
cast; but we cannot agree to the balance in the Treasury as 
reported by the. Selectmen. 

On the 20th of Feb., 1854, there appeared to haye been a 
balance of cash in the hands of Mr. McCrillis, the then Treas- 
urer, of 1708 89. Of this sum,there was paid over to Mr. Em- 
erson, his successor in office, 1221 68, in cash, or its equivalent, 
and 486.81 in the following bills which appear under the head of 
arrearages, Viz :

.uese bills, 425,31 is for expenses of criminal prosecutions 
i this State, against John Moore and Charles Curtis, which the 
Town never authorized. The prosecution against Michael Bean, 
for which Mr. Jordan charges 27,44, we are well assured was not 
carried on in behalf of the town;—and the charge of Mr. Mc- 
Crillis, of 38,50 tor attending to prosecution for. violation of the 
license laws, was for services as Selectman, and therefore covered 
by his general bill settled since the date thereof. These sums, 
amounting to 463,81, are not, in our opinion, legal claims against 
the town, and the receipt of them from Mr. McCrillis, by his 
Successor in office, in part of the balance in his hands, does not, 
as we believe, relieve him from his liability to the town to that 
amount. We theretore add the same to the balance reported by 
the Selectmen, thus increasing the amount in the treasury to 
1543,55. Pde 

We recommend further investigation by a Committee appointed 
by the ‘Town, with authority to take any measures respecting 
said charges that they may judge expedient. | 

Aside from the foregoing, the affairs of the town for the past 
year, appear to have been managed with prudence and economy.
